2"; however, Applicant failed to indicate the actual Species 
number that was elected. Since each of the indicated Species 1-4 is a part of Figure 2 (i.e. FIGS 2, 2 A, 2B, 2C), it is not clear whether 
Applicant has actually made a restriction among the species. Moreover, Applicant failed to indicate whether the election was with or 
without traverse.
